‘Saved Primary’ Brings 
Woe to South Carolina 


Eugene Talmadge is campaigning for Governor of Georgia 
on a platform pledging repeal of the State’s primary election laws - 
to keep Negroes from voting as did South Carolina where the 
Legislature hurriedly repealed that State’s primary laws. But 
that South Carolina political leaders already are disturbed over 
the action and its possible consequences is told in the following 
article from the Greenville. S.C., News prepared by Arthur Gurley, 
of the paper's Columbia News Bureau: 


COLUMBIA, June 1—A test case involving the rights of Negroes 
to enroll and vote in the Democratic Primariés seems inevitable. 


There is a variance of opinion

“After conferring with my staff, charged with the responsibility of investigating the 
activities of the Ku Klux Klan, I am convinced that sufficient evidence has been obtained 
upon which to draft and file legal proceedings to dissolve the charter of the Klan,” Cook

told newsmen yesterday in his 
office. 


“These proceedings will be filed 
within the next few days,” Cook 
continued, “In the meantime, it is 
necessary that we devote the next 
few days to sifting such evidence 
as we have and to determining the 
nature of the proceedings to be 
filed.” 

ASKS U. 8. AID 


Cook announced he planned to 
solicit the aid of Tom Clark, United 
States Attorney General, in his 
battle to take away the legal basis 
for the Klan’s continued existence. 

“Before we file proceedings, I 
will talk personally to Mr. Clark 
to determine first, if the Depart- 
ment of Justice has evidence of 
the Klan’'s activities and, second, if 
the Department will allow us to 
use it,” Cook said. “I have every 
reason to believe we will receive 
such assistance, ‘although I can’t 
state that as a fact.” 

Cook said he expected to return 
to New York next week for the 
prosecution of Georgia’s freight 
rate case and on the way he will 
confer with Clark in Washington. 

The Georgia Attorney General's 
action may be only the first step 
in the State’s efforts to atomize 
the Klan. 

“All evidence obtained by the in-

“But when it comes to a choice 
of letting our families starve by 
our selling at a too-low ceiling 
price, or making a living by un- 
loading the produce on some 
trucker who drives through, asks 
no questions and pays four and 
five cents a pound over ceiling 
price, we'll patronize the black 
market every time.” 

These anonymous __ truckers, 
however, who drive down from 
Tennessee, Ohio and Illinois and 
silently load their vehicles with 
hundreds of pounds of Georgia 
broilers are finding it increasingly 
difficult to find new business pros- 
pects. 

A sum of 35 cents a pound is an 
attractive inducement to any 
broiler producer, but as more and 
more producers leave the field 
because of lack of feed for their 
chicks, the itinerant truckers are 
sure to find a steadily decreasing 
supply. 

FEED FEED!” 

All through the heart of this gi- 
gantic chicken-raising region—be- 
ginning at Hall County, where 
hatchery chicks play a leading 
role in the County’s economy, on 
up into the Blue Ridge Mountain 
area of White County, West to 
Lumpkin County and the Dahlon- 
ega feed region, down through 
Dawson County and into Forsyth, 
where a Cumming banker helped 
bring poultry and prosperity to his 
neighbors, and over to Cherokee 
County, where the industry had 
its early beginnings—farmers had 
the same question: 

“When do we get more feed?” 

J. D. Jewell, of Gainesville, 
owner of one of the area’s largest 
feed supply houses, could not sup- 
ply the answer. e pointed to a 
huge warehouse, holding a normal 
capacity of 15 1-2 carloads of 
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fee Knox Straw Hat he chooses himself? For Father's 
_ Day. Dad's Birthday, bis anniversary . . . for any event 
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chicken. feed, which today has a 
scant 1 1-2 carloads, 

“I’ve been behind ever since the 
railroad strike,” Jewell said, “and 
I’ve been hoping for more sup- 
plies since then. Where it will 
come from and when it will come, 
I couldn’t say.” 

Black market operations are 
costing Jewell money. His chick- 
en dressing plant, which should be 
handling 18,000 chickens a day 
during this season, took care of an 
average of 12,000 a day this week. 
Farmers who once sold to Jewell 
at ceiling price are now giving 
their business to the out-of-State 
truckers. 

The Wilson Company dressing 
plant at Cumming has been hit 
even harder. Operators estimate 
the plant will be closed for 90 
days. 

A Cleveland feed store operator 
had three sacks of feed left in a 
warehouse which normally holds 
350. A Cumming feed dealer re- 
ported supply men at the granary 
had warned him, “We can’t give 
you 10 minutes’ notice whether 
you will or whether you won’t get 
feed.” 

Feed dealers, 
and hatchery supply men all have 
their troubles today, but the hard. 
est hit of all is the small farmer, 
the little operator, who several 
years ago gave up his cotton and 
corn patch to invest in the poul- 
try industry. 

Howard Stephens, of Dawson 
County, came to the farm because 
of poor health and went into the 
chicken business three years ago. 
He bought 5,500 chickens this sea- 
son. More than 1,700 died, and he 
sold the rest 10 weeks later. 
STEPHENS’ EXPERIENCE 

“T did a little better than break 
even,” Stephens said, “but I’m 
through chicken raising until I can 
get feed.” 

A Hall County farmer, Roy Lath- 
em, of Route 3, Gainesville, sold 
10,000 chickens two weeks ago at 
the age of 11 weeks. Broilers 
should be 13 weeks old when 
they’re sold, but Lathem decided 
if he started a new flock his grain 
might last until the feed situation 
cleared up. Today he has cut his 
flock to 5,000. 

“And if a trucker comes along 
in a couple months and offers me 
35 cents a pound, who can blame 
mé if I accept his offer?” Lathem 
asked. “After all, I’ve got a cou- 
ple of kids to support. 

W. R. Hamilton, whose farm is 
three miles touth of Cleveland, 
dealt largely in hatchery egggs, 
which were bringing him 60 cents 
a dozen. 

“After the price of feed went up 
last month,” he said, “I figured I'd 
need to make $1 a dozen to break 
even, so I 
kept only 200. If my oat crop 
comes out all right, I'll be able 
to feed the 200.”

The General also said that un- 
less the draft is extended, colleges 
will be swamped next year. 

“Every 16-year-old boy who goes | 


to college next year will drive | 


away some veteran who hasn’t the 
time to wait,” he declared. 

The General opposed the idea 
of hiring a mercenary army to oc- 
cupy Germany and Japan. 

About the proposal that increas- 
ed pay for soldiers would attract 
sufficient numbers to do the job 
required, Hershey said from his 
experience this wasn’t true.

WED AND DEAD 
‘Last Days’ 
Of A. Hitler 


NUERNBERG, Germany, June 8° 
(P)—A dark- haired German beau: 
ty who consoled Adolf Hitler in 
his last days is being escorted 
here from Berchtesgaden by Allied 
agents to appear before the Inter- 
nationtal Military Tribunal, it was 
learned authoratively Saturday. 

Intelligence officers said 3l-year- 
old Mrs. Gerda Christian, Hitler’s | 
personal secretary from 1939 until | 
the collapse of the Third Reich, 
would be held as a possible wit- 
ness in the war crimes trial of 
Hitler’s henchmen. 

The officers said further: 

Mrs. Christian, wife of Air Gen. 
Eckhart Christian, himself an Al- 
lied prisoner, was arrested secret- 
ly last year and questioned for 
possible clués to Hitler’s fate. She 
was released in the Spring and 
went to the village near Hitler’s 
mountain retreat. 

SAYS HITLER DEAD 

During questioning she insisted 
Hitler was dead and that he had 
ordered the cremation of his body. 
As his secretary she stayed in the 
Reichschancellery bomb shelter 
with him until the last moment 
and thus was able to fill in gaps 
in the story of the Fuerer’s mar- 
riage to Eva Braun and 
deaths. She said she believed Eva 
|Braun proposed the macabre mar- 
riage ceremony. 

“Hitler did not think of personal | 
things at that time and Eva Braun | 


the marriage, despite the circum- 
stances,” Mrs. Christian was 
quoted. The intelligence officers 
continued: 


The ceremony was strictly 
secret. Suddenly, in mid-afternoon, 
April 28, 1945, Mrs. Christian and 
another secretary were called to 
see Hitler. 

“We had to wait a little while 
and then Hitler and Eva Braun 
appeared together with Martin 
Bormann and Dr. 
Goebbels, ” she said. 
EVA POINTS TO RING 

Hitler’s now-missing deputy and 
‘his propaganda minister were the 
only witnesses. “Eva pointed to 
the wedding ring she wore,” Mrs. 
‘Christian said, and her gesture 
was understood. The secretary 
said she congratulated Hitler and 
‘shook hands with him and his 
bride.

Herbert Samuel, now Viscount 
Samuel, made him Mufti of Jeru- | 
salem, an honorary title, and gave 
‘him control of the Moslem Waaf 
‘fund of some $600,000. He led 
the Arab revolt in Palestine 
against both British and Jews in 
1936 and 1937. Arrested by the 
British he escaped to Syria, and, 
after French authorities briefly 
detained him, fled to Iraq. 

There he was implicated in 
Raschid Ali Al Gailani’s uprising 
against the British in 1941. After 
Raschid’s failure he fled once more 
to Iran where he again plotted 
with Nazi and Fascist agents 
against the Allies.

Speaking from a platform in 
front of the Butts County Court- 
house, Rivers was introduced by 
former State Sen. C. L. Redmond, 
whose son, W. M. Redmond, is 
Mayor of Jackson. Scattered about 
the courthouse square, seeking 
shade from the hot afternoon sun 
were listeners estimated in num- 
ber from 300 to 600. C. L. Red 
mond, who said he couldn’t see all 
of the crowd, estimated it at 300, 
while John Greer, of the Rivers 
party, put the figure at 600 and 
pointed to other listeners in the 
shade of store doors across the 
street. There were perhaps 50 
Negroes in the audience. 

The speech was broadcast over 
a radio hookup, and Rivers, who 
had already shed his coat, tossed: 
aside his prepared text midway of 
his talk and spoke extemporane- 
ously thereafter. 

In reply to The Constitution 
editorial about rural electrifica- 
tion, Rivers said, “In the first ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, fol- 
lowing my inauguration as Gov- 
ernor, the Electric Membership 
Corporation Act was enacted into 
law, giving those co-operatives 
legal status for the first time. I 
hold in my hand a copy of the 
1937 laws, and on pages 644 to 659 
this Act appears. I advocated it 
in my campaign for Governor in 
1936. I sponsored it before the 
General Assembly of the State 
and approved it with my own 
hand as Governor.” 

Rivers further declared that 
after the Act became law, he went 
to Washington and worked out a 
co-operative program between the 
State Commission and the REA. 
“As a result of these efforts,” the 
ex-Governor said, “Georgia, start- 
ing from scratch with my Admin- 
istration, was, during the four 
years of the Rivers Administra- 
tion, put out in front of all the 
Southern States and stood fifth 
from the top in the entire Nation 
on so far as total money allotted 
by the REA was concerned.”

An efficient traffic bureau in 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture—that is one of the planks 
in the platform on which Jim 
Manning is running for Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture. 

Manning, who describes himself 
as “an experienced traffic and 
transportation expert,” and who 
furthérmore says he is “thorouggh- 
ly familiar with agricultural prob- 
lems,” believes that the establish- 
ment of such a bureau “will re- 
sult in millions of dollars in sav- 
ings to our farmers.” 

Concerning the need for such 
a bureau, Manning says: 

“One of the most vitally needed 
additions 
Agriculture is the establishment 
of an efficient traffic department 
to handle the ever-mounting trans- 
portation problems which confront 


‘our farmers daily. | 
“Throughout Georgia, especially | 


livestock, vegetable and 
I have talked with 
hundreds of growers, and they 
advise me that they are receiv: 
ing no help at all in solving their 
transportation problems. There- 
fore I have promised these grow- 
ers, and I promise the people of 
Georgia, that when I am elected, 
they will have such a service in 
the Department of Agriculture. 

“IT have long advocated that an 
efficient traffic department-should 
be set up in the Agricultural De- 
partment of our State to look aft- 
er and protect the agricultural in- 
terests in matters pertaining to 
transportation, of which they have 
little technical knowledge. 

“No business or important seg- 
ment of industry, such as agri- 
culture, should be without an ex- 
perienced and competent traffic 
and transportation department. 
The cost of growing and manufac- 
turing a product is one thing’ and 
the expense involved in transport- 
ing it from the farm or factory 
to the buyers is another—one of 
which is equally important in de- 
termining the selling price.

The expenditure of money, either 
private or public, for the purpose 
of maintaining an efficient traffic 
department in the interest of 
those to be served cannot be con- 
sidered merely a disbursement of 
funds, but, rather, a gilt-edge in- 
vestment.”

Airmen Vie for Throttle 
Of Plane To Race Sound 


DAYTON, Ohio, June 8—(INS)—“Operation Death.” 

That’s the macabre code word given by Army airmen to the 
scheduled effort by the U. S. Army Air Forces to beat the speed of 
sound with its new, highly experimental jet-powered XS-1. 


Flying Stovepipe 
Hits 1500 MPH, 


‘\Navy Reveals 


WASHINGTON, June 8—(?)— 
A 1,500-mile-an-hour airplane en- 
gine—dubbed the “Flying Stove- 
pipe” — has been successfully 
flown, the Navy revealed Satur- 
day. 

Originally planned to power 
guided missiles (pilotless flying 
bombs), the revolutionary ram ‘et 
engine has no moving parts, 
weighs only 70 pounds and looks 
like a long piece of pipe. But it 
develops between 2,000 and 3,000 
horsepower—as much as a conven- 
tional big bomber engine. 


Developed under the code name ¢ 


“Bumblebee,” the engine scoops 
up air which is compressed by the 
speed of the jet, mixed with fuel 
and ignited, The burning gases 
shooting from the rear end of the 
pipe develop a terrific thrust. 

Because it takes oxygen from 
the air, unlike the V-2 robot bomb 
engine which has to carry its own, 
it could pack a heavier explosive 
punch or have a longer range, the 
Navy explained. 

The main disadvantage of the 
“Stovepipe” is that it works at 
high speeds only. Catapults or 
auxiliary rockets are used to boost 
it up to its efficient operating

The race against sound, it has 
been officially announced, will be 
attempted this Summer at Muroc 
Lake, California, over desert sand. 

Who will pilot the craft in its 
supersonic test remains to be de- 
cided, but more than 50 of the 
Army’s topnotch flyers are com- 
peting for the job. 

None knows what will happen. 
No airplane—rockets and V-weap- 
ons excepted—ever has been 
flown as fast as the speed of 
sound, 761 miles per hour. 


NO ONE KNOWS 

No one knows how the plane 
itself will be able to beat through 
the invisible wall of air pressure 
created by such an onrushing ob- 
ject. 
Nor can it be accurately fore- 
told what effect such speed will 
have on the human constitution. 

Nevertheless, the Army’s ace 
— are aching for the chance to 
> 

They call it “Operation Death” 
with the chill objectivity of air- 
men who'll tackle anything—if 
they feel, as they do in this case, 
that it is important to the future 
of American aviation. 

When the trial is made, it is 
expected the ship will be launched 
from the air, probably from under 
the fuselage of a big bomber. 

The ship already has been built 
and tested in the air without an 
engine. Then, it hit a speed of 
350 miles an hour in a dive. 

On that occasion, the test pilot 
of a commercial manufacturing 
company was at the controls. 

However, when the engine is 
installed, the Army wants its own 
flier at the controls, so the fame 
of making the first supersonic 
flight can be claimed by the Air 
Forces. 

COLONELS VOLUNTEER 

Top candidates for the honors 
at the present time, according to 
talk in pilot and ward rooms, are 
a major and a young first lieu- 
tenant. However, pilots with ranks 
as high as full colonels have vol- 
unteered for the assignment. 

Scale models of new airplanes 
have been hurled through a spe- 
cial heavy gas in Wright Field 
wind tunnels at a speed of 2,200 
miles an hour. That is a speed 
equivalent to 4,500 miles an hour 
in the air—about seven times the 
speed of sound. 

From these experiments en- 
gineers designed the XS-1. 

Some pilots wonder whether the 
speed could be controlled after 
the supersonic wall has been 
passed, or whether the plane 
would run away with the pilot.

There admittedly are a lot of

be the envy of his fellows.

To Fete Allied Victory 


LONDON, June 8—(UP)—Great Britain celebrated the Allied 
victory over Germany Saturday with all the pageantry and pomp 
it could summon from its tradition and vast Empire, but rain ruined 
part of the elaborate entertainments and spectacles. 


An estimated 12,000,000 persons, 
a quarter of the United Kingdom's 
population, jammed bomb-scarred 
London for a 14-hour Victory Day 
program, in which were scheduled 
pageants, Scots bagpipe concerts, 
fireworks exhibitions, Punch and 
Judy shows and dances in the 
parks. 

Halfway through the parade, 
feature of the celebration, rain be- 
gan to pour down and the crowds 
started to“look for shelter. 

ALL SORTS OF ROYALTY 

Foot and mechanized units from 
all of the United Nations except 
Russia, Poland and Yugoslavia, 
were in the parade. On the re- 
viewing stand in the hall to take 
their salute were Britain’s Royal 
Family, King George II, of Greece;

Labor Unions 
In Bavaria 


Given U.S. Nod

MUNICH—(INS)—In the politi- 
cal reorientation of Germany, bud- 
ding trade unionism is regarded 
as of great importance by the 
American Office of Military Gov- 
ernment for Bavaria. 

Labor unions are beginning to 
stir again after years of suppression 
under Hitler. Their development 
is deemed of prime importance in 
both the economic and Democratic 
growth of the country. 

F. G. Loriaux, acting chief of 
the Manpower Division in the U. 
S. Military Government set-up in 
Bavaria, says Bavarian trade 
unions are “building democratic- 
ally.” 

Loriaux regards as a healthy 
sign the fact that labor 
already have established a camp 
near Nuernberg where German 
youth is given an_ orientation 
course in democracy and the new 
Germany. Forty children between 
the ages of 10 and 16 are sent to 
the camp each week. 

This is just a ' beginning, but 
Loriaux finds it hopeful, especial- 
ly in connection with the fact that 
Bavarian trades unions also are 
running training schools for Ba- 
varian youth,

There is always one Saroyan in 
a Saroyan novel. But in this novel

One Saroyan is called Wesley 
Jackson, and he is the author of 
this book about being in the Army. 
He is the stupidest character in 
the book until he meets another 
writer who is just called “The 
Writer,” who of course is Saroyan 
himself. This second writer thinks 
he is the greatest writer in the 
world serving in the worst Army 
in the world—so now you have 
everything straight. 


Of course I am just letting this 
stuff rip off my typewriter and 
to hell with it, just like these two 
Saroyans do in this novel. I can’t 
be bothered to capture character 
or evolve .a situation, or sketch 
in the slightest plot. After all, we 
Middle Aged Men on the Flying 
Trapeze don’t need anything but 
ego. 

Being totally irresponsible in 
true Saroyan fashion I shouldn't 
even bother to tell you what this’ 
tough-tender, weeping, laughing, 
eating, drinking, fornicating, 
grousing, illiterate book is all 
about.

Bowles Sees 
Bright Future 
For America 


TOMORROW WITHOUT FEAR. 
By Chester Bowles. Simon and 
Schuster. 88 pp. Cloth, $2. 
Paper, $1. 

What will you be making in 
the late 1940s? In the late 1960s if 
you live that long? Assuming you 
are in the middle income group, 
which dipped as low as $1,311 per 
family in a prewar year, you 
should be earning $2,830 a year 
within this decade, and should 
reach $6,545 in the 1960s, 


If you are in the upper income 
group your income should take a 
simliar spurt from a $3,722 aver- 
age in 1940 to $9,915 in the late 
1960s. 


Even the lowest third of 
America (ill-housed, ill-clothed and 
ill-fed) should have an average 
family income of $3,370 in the late 
1960s, according to Chester Bowles’ 
calculations. 


All of these figures may seem 
shockingly low to people living in 
thé larger cities. On the contrary, 
they may seem Utopian to most 
farmers and many factory work- 
ers. And it must be added that 
they will represent a higher 
standard of living than in the 
past only if we keep prices under 
control. 


The much - abused Chester 
Bowles is a firm believer in the 
capitalist system. He sees no 
reason why it cannot out-produce 
every formi of socialism and at 
the same time spread the benefits 
fairly equitably. From a 200 bil- 
lion dollar national income in 1947 
we should go to 400 billions in 
1967. Bowles explains why he be 
lieves this to be true. 


A century of “boom or bust” 
should be supplanted by an era of 
intelligent planning to insure 
against cyclical depressions so 
that we can live without undue 
fear. This means that the govern- 
ment must be willing to spend 
when a slump seems likely by 
launching a campaign of well- 
planned public work. This is pos 
sible, Bowles believes, simultane 
aad with a drastic lowering of 
axes. 


Subscribing to the economie 
theory of both John Maynard 
Keynes and Henry Wallace that 
each year a nation must spend 
(or lend for use) its entire in- 
come to avoid a depression, Ches- 
ter Bowles goes one step further 
by insisting that we must first 
create the buying power. Produc- 
tion will then take care of itself, 


Since America has in the past 
been able to double its produc. 
tive capacity every twenty years, 
there is no reason why this can- 
not continue for some time to 
come. Mr. Bowles demonstrates, 
at least satistically, that this can 
happen while we lower prices and 
raise wages.

In that year eight 
million men were unemployed.

That strike, set for June 15, remains the most interesting and, 
at the same time, the most frightening, in American history. 

For the first time a labor dispute in this country is in charge 
of men whose principle is—Russia first. 

For the first time in the history of labor in this country an ef- 
fort is well under way, supported by the natural grievances of 
merchant seamen, to create, within the CIO, a Communist fede- 
ration. 

Harry Bridges, of the seamen, and Joe Curran, of the CIO long- 
shoremen, have united their unions. They appealed to the World 
Federation of Trade Unions, a Communist organization from top to 
bottom, with headquarters in the Communist offices at Paris, for 
an international boycott. 

At this moment, representatives of the World Federation of 
Trade Unions are in Moscow discussing the possibilities of the 
boycott. 

It will be this decision, reached in Moscow, which will determine 
whether or not the strike actually is called. 

What amazes many labor leaders is that A. F. Whitney, of the 
Railway Trainmen, should send a letter of support to Bridges and 
Curran. Angry and hurt as he was by his defeat in his own strike, 
it still is surprising to see him joining in a strike which he, and 
every labor leader in America, CIO and AFL, knows to be the first 
big Communist effort to form a labor federation in America. 
Bridges About six months ago Harry Bridges made a speech 

in a radio broadcast that he favored political strikes, 
would call them where necessary, regardless of no-strike, no-walk- 
out clauses in contracts, regardless of whether a trade union issue 
might be involved or not. 

Communists are, in every country, a weather vane of Soviet 
foreign policy. 

The Soviet Ufiion is trying to push its political doctrine. 

This country and Britain are trying to do the same thing. But 
we have Congress and Parliament, we have protests about ship- 
ments of food to Europe, our strongest political weapon. Most of 
the people persist in thinking of such shipments as charity. Most of 
our people somehow have the most naive sort of belief that the 
rest of the world wants demacracy of our sort and will take it 
anyhow. 

The Soviet can denounce Franco and embrace Juan Peron. 

Both are dangerous, Fascist opportunists. 

Soviet policy can support a royal family in one Balkan country 
and ban one in another. 

It is fluid and flexible. 

Our policy is not and cannot be. 

At a moment in history when it is dramatically necessary and 
apparent we must take a firm hand in Europe, our people demand 
that we disband our Army and “bring the boys home.” The loudest 
voice in that cry was from Joe Curran and Harry Bridges. 

Don’t Americans ask themselves why?

Hears Carmichael 


There is a trend in South Georgia toward 
good State government, with a new type citizen- 
ship taking the leadership in the heretofore 

scorned field of politics. Jimmie Carmichael surprised even his close 
advisers when he daringly invaded the stronghold of Eugene 
Talmadge and faced down Talmadge’s own bogus race issue ... 
with resounding applause from audiences in the “Black Belt.” Some 
had advised the new candidate to concentrate on North Georgia, 
admitting that he was not well known in South Georgia—-and to 
leave South Georgia to be split between the two South Georgia 
candidates, Eurith Rivers and Talmadge. But Carmichael made a 
swing through South Georgia last week, got a surprisingly good 
reception, and has determined to work this section thoroughly for 
votes between now and July 17. His talks are clicking with South 
Georgians . .. talks that declare Carmichael is “just as steeped 
in Southern tradition as Talmadge,” but that Carmichael will abide 
by the law, while Talmadge promises to lead Georgia in virtually 
another secession from the union . talks that have the 
crowd laughing at Talmadge’s and Rivers’ pet platform promise 
of building $860,000,000 worth of highways in four years on an 
annual income of $77,000,000, Carmichael is picking up counties in 
South Georgia. Talmadge is being shaken in his own back yard. 
Rivers already in third place, is losing strength rapidly. 


Carmichael is a powerful orator. Even his bitter- 
The Crowds est critics admit this. He has caused doubtful 
farmers to start nodding their heads affirmatively as he spoke, 
and mutter under their breath: “That’s.so.” He has caused more 
fervent supporters to shout “amen.” He has brought tears to the 
eyes of women as he closed his address with a soft-spoken vow to 
“do nothing in my public life or my private life to make you 
ashamed that you voted for Jimmie Carmichael for Governor. 
He is a powerful orator, After listening to Carmichael sway the 
crowd in one South Georgia town the other day, a leader sup- 
porting another candidate turned to us and said: “Well, I never 
did say Jimmie wasn’t a good speaker. He is a good fellow, too. 

Carmichael drew a lot of people who were not supporters at 
Blakely. They came to hear his argument. They listened attentively. 
Obviously, many were impressed. He tore down many booger- 
bears that some had tried to sell the people. Thgy were convinced 
of Carmichael’s sincerity and honesty, Carmichael changed some 
votes in Blakely.

Maybe that is a good thing. It means that the Government will 
get back a pretty good sized chunk of the money it put into its 
supplies in the first place and that money will go back into the 
treasury, and presumably, lighten the future tax burden. 

On the other hand, if the Government dumped a lot of ths 
stuff on the market at a low price, it might serve to beat dowft 
some of the high prices we are paying now for certain items, I 
don't know. I am not much of an economist, but it seems to me 
my point of view as a taxpayer is butting heads with my feelings 
as a consumer. 

Not that I could buy anything they have for sale out there 
starting Monday, whatever the prices. I couldn’t even get certified 
to buy one of the 583,057 pencils they are offering. The sale is for 
people holding priorities, such as Government agencies or State 
agencies, and ex-GIs who are going to use what they buy in their 
business. I use pencils in my business, but I don’t use them by the 
gross. After the priority people have their choice, the wholesalers 
and retailers get a chance. But the individual who is merely looking 
for something for his own use cannot buy. Which is all right. The 


Government is not going into competition with private business. 
It’s trying to move all its stuff through the channels of

The whole world is looking to 
us for leadership as the outstand- 
ing democracy. Yet we séem to 
get mixed up about something 
blithely called “free enterprise” 
and a dynamic, functioning democ- 
racy which, in these days, re- 
quires some order and some rules 
of the game. 


THERE are those who call, in 
the name of “free enterprise,” for 
laying aside practically all the 
rules. That is impossible in our 
complex economic mechanism of 
today. What is likely to happen, 
if the “free enterprisers” of that 
caliber have their way, is that 
we'll go headlong into boom and 
bust and then “free enterprise” 
really will be doomed. 

Removing the price ceilings on 
livestock, meat, poultry, eggs and 
dairy products on June 30, as pro- 
posed by the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee, is bound to cause an imme- 
diate price rise in those things 
most essential to all families, and 
which take so much of the budget 
of those with low incomes. Con- 
gress has been high-pressured into 
this action by misleading propa- 
ganda from special interests, in- 
cluding some speculative interests. 

The people are hard to fool, 
They won't take this lying down. 
This is bread-and-meat stuff. 


OTHER provisions in the Sen- 
ate bill, as well as in the measure 
passed by the House, will raise the 
price of all the other things peo- 
ple want to buy now—clothes, au- 
tomobiles, refrigerators, radios, 
farm machinery. This is in the 
hectic pressure for profits not 
needed to keep these various busi- 
nesses going and prosperous. 

For a time, until the issue is 
settled, we’ll probably have a real 
meat famine. Meat already is get- 
ting scarce. It is being held back, 
as are so many other things, for 
the removal of price ceilings. The 
speculators are always with us, 
and are having their heyday. 
There’s no law against greed, 

The Senate has the opportunity 
when it takes up the OPA exten- 
sion bill next week to rectify the 
mistakes made by the House and 
its own Banking Committee, as it 
did with the draft.

But this past week, out of the 
blue, came an invitation to visit 
“the only really French restau- 
rant in Atlanta.” I had never 
heard o” it. It is located definitely 
“on the wrong side of the tracks” 
and is crowded out, or almost so, 
by wholesale packing and produce 
houses, curiosity shops and other 
places definitely most unpleasing 
to the eye. 

With a party of friends, one of 
whom had ordered the dinner in 
advance, of course, I entered the 
establishment, expecting a ham- 
burger or a wiener to be thrown 
across the counter at any moment. 
But instead, I had the best single 
meal I have ever enjoyed this side 
of Paris. Which, by the way, also 
includes New Orleans and New 
York, come to think of it. 

The menu? To begin with, there 
was a favorite cocktail; then 
Vichy soisse, cold, and delectable 
beyond expression. Then a shrimp 
cocktail, with a wonderful sauce, 
followed by what was truly the 
most wonderful entree I ever tast- 
ed anywhere — breast of guinea 
hen in brandy, smothered over 
with brandied cherries. This was 
supported, as if ever i* could need 
support, by French friend potatoes 
souffle, and broccoli with the best 
hollandaise sauce I ever hoped to 
find. A large wooden bowl pro- 
duced a marvelous tossed salad, 
with real French dressing — not 
the kind one finds in bottles, and 
which is used by nearly all Geor- 
gia restaurants—but a dressing 
with real French oliv: oil, garlic, 
and all the accoutrements which 
go into a salad fit for a king.

Two Excellent Appointments 


The appointment of Sen. Warren R. Austin and Mr. Eugene Meyer 
are being generally applauded as among the best that President 
Truman has made. They have two merits in common. The first is that 
Sen. Austin and Mr. Meyer are exceptionally qualified for the posts 
to which they have been named. The second is that since they both 
are Republicans, their selection even more securely fixes our inter- 
national relations at their proper level, above partisanship. 

Mr. Meyer becomes the first president of an international finan- 
cial institution for which there is no exact precedent.

They take note of this price 
and write Mr. Whoozis a letter asking him how much he expects 
to wholesale or retail these briar pipes for, afid if his mark-up 
seems out of line, they slap him on the wrist. 
That is also pleasing to a consumer, for I for one would be very 
sore if I stopped in to buy a pipe and saw a pipe which I recognized 
as one sold for 20 cents at Conley, marked up to retail at, say, $1.50. 


You hear a lot of talk, of course, about people buying up sur- 
plus war gear for a song and making a big chunk of money off 
of it, and some of them do. But it seems that most of the people 
who do it are people who have very smart brains about such 
matters. They take something that nobody could possibly use, 
in its normal shape, and make something out of it that a lot of 
people want. The Government sold a man, for instance, a big load 
of old worn out leather belts. They were cut and scarred and 
worthless, as belts. But a smart operator bought them for almost 
nothing, cut them up into leather washers and made himself 
some change. Somebody may do a similar stunt with those 275 
German mines, priced at 50 cents each. 

Probably a lot of things like that happen. But on the run of 
the mine stuff that can be retailed as is, the Government seems 
to be asking about as much as the traffic will bear, thus protecting 
the taxpayer, and the OPA is watching the final sale, thus look- 
ing out for the consumer. 

Which ought to suit everybody if it works out that way.

They called on the 93-year-old Rev. E. P. Hammond to pray at 
Almon Methodist Church seven weeks ago today. His voice faltered 
during the prayer and it was difficult for him to finish. 


Thus, with a prayer, began the 
last illness of the white-haired 
“patriarch of Newton County.”

Stressing the record of sharp increase of sportsmen after the last 
war, Elliott said that all indications are that the coming hunting 
season will find a record number of returned veterans and war-weary 
workers turning to field and stream for recreation. 


Although it is true that permit! 


sales have, and will result in in- 
creased income, the additional ad- 
ministrative and protection costs 
would more than offset the extra 
income.

men and I locked ourselves in for eight weeks. We 

were asked to solve the greatest problem in memory: 
Control of Atomic Energy. We emerged exhausted — but 
hopeful. We thought we had built the foundation of a way out. 
Our long, 61-page report — the product of five men thinking 
together —- was issued by the State Department. To many 
students and experts, statesmen and scientists who have stud- 


ied it, it makes sense. But it’s no good if only a select few - 


understand it. That is why I am writing this. I want to tell 
you about our report just as I told my neighbors, because 
atomic energy is the biggest thing m our lifetime. Or in the 
lifetime of our children. 

You should know because it is you and your neigh- 
bors, the citizens of your community, your state, your 
world who will tell your leaders what to do. You should 
know that you have a clear choice between peace and security 
and new richness in living — or war and destruction. That 
may sound too simple — but it is that simple. 

I am sure that you must be tired by now of the glorious 
promises of a future which neither your imagination nor mine 
can grasp. But I now know that through research with atomic 
energy products; medical men have a mighty weapon in the 
war on cancer. That’s a staggering gain — and not too big for 
imagination. It may make possible the conquest of innumer- 
able other diseases. It will mean to agriculture what the micro- 
scope meant to science and industry. Its industrial benefits 
can be great enough to change the number of hours you work, 
the house you live in, the food you eat. 


My rour associates and I are not given to easy answers — 
that hasn’t been our experience. Chester Barnard, New Jersey 
Bell Telephone’s president, is not only a businessman but a 
was in charge of the Los Alamos Laboratory, where he turned 
scientific theory into bombs. Dr. Charles Thomas, vice presi- 
dent of Monsanto Chemical, is a business realist as well as a 
famous chemist. He is in charge of the vast research at Oak 
Ridge. Harry Winne is General Electric’s chief on all engmeer- 
ing policy. My job.is chairman of TVA. 

When we five left that room, we knew that there was this 
choice: vast benefits to humanity, or destruction. And we think 
we have the beginning of a way out. We reported this: 

First of all, it is possible to draw a line between dangerous 
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Non-dangerous atomic materials can give 
revolutionary help to the medical world 


and non-dangerous uses of atomic energy. The gains from 
atomic energy can be gotten from the harmless uses. 
Uranium —- or its offspring, plutonium — is the source of 
atomic energy, both for good and bad uses. Deliberately 
diluted or in small quentilies it is non-dangerous; it can be used 
for research, power and heat, hundreds of things —— but not for 
making effective atom bombs. Undiluted, in large quantities, 
it is dangerous; it makes bombs. Trying to make the diluted 
materials back into bomb material is a whale of a job and can- 
not be done insecret, unless walls are put up around nations. 
So, atomic energy can be used dangerously or beneficially. 
And that is why we proposed setting up the international 
Atomic Development Authority — to own or manage all the 
mines of uranium and its partner mineral, thorium. The 
Development Authority would then license to nations — who 
can sell it to their citizens for science and industry — the non- 
dangerous, diluted uranium and plutonium. The Development 
Authority wouldn't have to be a huge, international monopoly. 
Except for dangerous uses, which are kept 
under its lock and key, atomic energy will go 
out freely into the competitive world. 


Tue Development Authority will go on pros- 
pecting and surveying uranium and thorium 
deposits throughout the world. It will also 
carry on research and development, and all 
the dangerous activities. The Authority, 
owned by all nations, will set up its ““danger- 
ous” production plants and stock piles all over 
the world. They wil) be plants like our own at 
Oak Ridge and Hanford. The scientists work- 
ing under the Authority will be all over the 
globe. They would have to know the exact 
location of and have access to every uranium mine and every 
stock pile, so they will also serve automatically as inspéctors, 
ready to catch any irregular activity. Our scientists will be 
freely investigating what’s going on in other countries; foreign 
scientists will be here. 

Any attempt toconvert non-dangerous, diluted mate- 
rial into atom-bomb material could be spotted imme- 
diately: the attempt would require huge factories, huge 
laboratories, months of time. Thus, the existence of the 
Authority would get' rid of the danger of a surprise attack. 

And if any nation should grab the existing plants and stock 
piles im its territory, the rest of us will get another warning 
and have facilities of our own so that we won’t be at a disad- 
vantage. 

Next question: how should the Authority be set up? 

We all wanted to help make the United Nations organiza-

tion work. And giving it a real living function seemed the way 
to take it out of the debating-society class. The Development 
Authority should be created under UN by agreement of the 
nations, including the approval of our Senate. 

The Authority should be under the direct supervision of 
some important organ of the UN — say the Security Council. 
Membership will be recruited from all nations. Through its 
members and its licensing work, it- should be able to keep in 
touch with individual nations and scientists in those nations. 


‘THEN came a tougher question. The U.S. has the atomic- 
energy lead. We have the plants and stock piles and the 
“secret."” Are we going to play Santa Claus and give it all 
away and get our whiskers pulled off? That isn’t as tough to 
answer as it sounds. The “secret’”’ isn’t that kind of secret. 
Every man who actually worked on the bomb says that 
though other nations probably don’t know it, it’s just a ques- 
tion of time until they do. But that isn’t enough. So we sug- 
gested a way to protect ourselves, be fair to 
other nations, and still make our plan work. 

The plan can take effect in stages. During 
the transition period — when we still have 
everything and the UN is beginning to get it 
—- we'll have to disclose some exclusive scien- 
tific facts. Otherwise, the other nations won’t 
know what we’re talking about — much less 
agree to it. That’s a small price for interna- 
tional action. Such scientific “‘secrets”’ 
can tlast long, anyway — others will learn 
the answers on their own. But by timing 
the transfer of things to UN that are most im- 
portant — the physical things, our plants — 
the U.S. will be protected. Simply because 
the plants are located here, we will be protected if, by some 
disaster, the UN collapses or if other nations pull out. 

Well, that’s it, essentially. With a plan like that, we have 
peace and security and the benefits of atomic energy. On the 
other side stands horror too great to imagine. The comparison 
I keep thmking about is fire. We have made it work for us 
and it has made our entire civilization possible. But, uncon- 
trolled, it can destroy us. 

We have’ made a start. That’s all we claim for the plan. 
But this is your life and your children’s lives we are talking 
about. And to work, such a plan must be understood and 
wanted by you and all the people of the world. Here is the 
frame of a plan — but it is your living-room talk, your argu- 
ments around the table, in your clubs and union headquarters 
which will put life into it. The control plan can be made to work 
if you realize that it hits you right where you live. The End

Francois At The 


French baseballeurs may wear 
straw hats and bathing suits, 
but they beat a good GI team 


| Oe almost a quarter of a century, a Parisian 
sports writer named Georges Bruni has 
engaged in a singlehanded campaign to sell the 
strange game of baseball to 40,000,000 French- 
men. 

Although after 22 years he’s only gotten half 
way to first base, M. Bruni’s zeal for America’s 
national pastime has netted him election to the 
French Legion of Honor, has taught 5,000 
splenetic French fans how to say “‘tuez ['arbitre”’ 
(kill the ump) and has won a subsidy of $500 
a year from the French Minister of Sports, who 
is reported to have no idea whether “‘le base- 
ball” resembles bullfighting or tiddlywinks. 

He has also produced at least one Gallic 
nine capable of making mincemeat — or maybe 
in France it’s paté de foie gras — out of one 
of the best GI teams overseas. 

The Fédération Francaise de Baseball, of 
which 65-year-old, rubicund Georges Bruni is 
president, director of propaganda and erstwhile 
second-string third baseman, was founded back 
in 1924. Americans never even remotely sus- 
pected its existence until the day shortly after 
the Liberation when France’s challengers trot- 
ted out on a makeshift diamond in a climax 
to one of the most picturesque and comic chap- 
ters in the history of the game. 


You’d Never Recognize It 


For two decades baseball in France had gone 
its merry Gallic way, cut off from its roots in 
the New World, orphaned and out of touch with 
its origins. When the Americans finally hove 
into sight, the orphan was unrecognizable. 
Papa Bruni had raised a soda-pop sport on a 
diet of Chanel No. 5 and sparkling burgundy. 

The French “baseballeurs” who took the 
field in this long-awaited game against the 
American GI’s on a warm August day in 1945 
looked like a collection of men from Mars, 


Barbary Coast pirates, Rip Van Winkle and 
fugitives from a masquerade ball. French base- 
ball styles were founded on those exhibited by 
the White Sox and Giants on a barnstorming 
tour in Paris 22 years ago. It was this game 
that kindled a latent sand-lot flame in Georges 
Bruni as he sat entranced along what he later 
learned was the third-base line. But Georges 
hadn’t paid much attention to what the players 
wore and it never seemed very important to 
him. 

As a result, the GI's were ill-prepared for 
what they saw when the doughty Frenchmen 
began limbering up with their one ball and one 
bat — all that remained of the large stock of 
baseball equipment left behind by doughboys 
of World War I. 


Mon Dieu, What Costumes! 


Tue second and third basemen were attired 
in blue baseball shorts, aviation goggles and 
coal miners’ caps. The pitcher wore the cos- 
tume of an ice-hockey goalie, complete with 
heavily-padded shin guards. Two men, the 
shortstop and left fielder, donned steel 
helmets before assuming their positions. 

But conviction that the filming of a new 
Marx Brothers film was in the offing reached 
its height when an apparition in a tight one- 
piece bathing suit and straw hat pranced out 
to occupy right field. 

It was the umpire behind the. plate who 
strayed farthest from orthodox tailoring. His 
face was buried behind the hideous masquerade 
of a 1917 gas mask. And the wire mask meant 
for the face was strapped across the umpire’s 
groin. 

At first glance the Americans wanted to call 
off the game. Mutterings of revolt against so 
grotesque a contest spread to the whole team. 
But there were 800 eager spectators in the 
stands. Those onlookers and the signs of tears 
in the eyes of Georges Bruni, who had devoted 
his life to the consummation of this day, soft- 
ened the GI team. The game went on as 
scheduled. 

It was wild and fast and comic, and some-

times it seemed that the Frenchmen’s three 
best “‘batteurs’’ came up with surprising fre- 
quency. But these men who dressed like scare- 
crows and clowns proved they could play ball. 


Years of culling and weaning had produced ‘ 


nine men who could stand up against compe- 
tition from the New World. The Frenchmen 
won the game, five to three, turning what 
might have been the pathetic end of two dec- 
ades of comic-opera baseball history into a 
vindicating triumph for Papa Bruni. 

Perhaps the zaniest episode in the annals of 
the crépes-suzettes circuit was the time one of 
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M. Bruni: Gallic baseball's tather 


the rich backers of the Fédération Francaise 
de Baseball decided to import some African 
dust to make an infield worthy of the Third 
Republic. 

Until that moment, all of France's ball dia- 
monds had been in the rough. Her moist 
climate made excellent mud, but fell down 
miserably in the manufacture of de luxe dust 
good enough for French shortstops to scoop 
hot grounders out of. 


There was only one solution: Morocco, the 
backer said, had wonderful dust. Yes, lots of 
sand — but plenty of honest-to-goodness, dirty 
old dust, too. So the vice president in charge of 
dust for the Fédération ordered four carloads 
of it from Morocco. How many Arab heads 
were scratched in consternation, how many 
African acres were combed in bewilderment 
will never be known. 

But it is known that the sun-baked Afri- 
can soil landed at the port of Marseille and 
was loaded on four freight cars. 

From there on the fate of one of the noblest 
experiments in sports becomes muddy. It never 
arrived in Paris and nothing was ever heard 
from it again. It may have roamed the French 
rails for years, embroiled in red tape and wrong 
bills of lading, a lost infield in search of second 
base. 


Its Fate Is Unknown 


One theory is that railroad men dumped it’ 


out along the right of way near Lyons — where 
it would have been wafted ironically back to 
North Africa by the mistral which blows south- 
ward over the Mediterranean every winter. 
Others think the infield was used by an ammu- 
nition factory in the manufacture of explosives, 
and that the Germans attacking the Maginot 
Line got some of the second-base humus in 
the face. 

Outside of this unsuccessful dabble in dust, 
the two hardest jobs facing Bruni’s Fédération 
were explaining the rules of the sport and 
moulding players out of a people who for cen- 
turies had kicked — but had never thrown — 
balls. In a prospectus written by the Fédéra- 
tion’s R. H. Goulka, the act of throwing a ball 
was described in awesome terms. In a warn- 
ing to novices, Goulka writes: 

“It is very difficult to become a good player 
after the age of twenty because of our total 
ignorance of a rather important action known 
as ‘throwing the ball,” an athletic gesture not 
practiced in other sports. Certain players,”’ 
he continues, “‘may have an inclination 
to throw with both arms.”’ 

Then, in a wise bid to the French preference 
for mental rather than bodily exertions, the 
manual goes on to describe the new sport as a 
“prodigious developer of intellectual prompti- 
tude, where the player’s brain is in continual 
action. It is a game of speed and skill which 
never produces rough contact between con- 
testants.”’ 

While Bruni publicized baseball. in his sports 
columns and recrujted adventurers willing to 
stand up to the plate, other members of the 
Fédération spent long hours formulating the 
rules and regulations of the game in French 
for the enlightenment of the new fans. They 
succeeded in reducing everything to one tightly- 
crammed sheet of printed matter. Requiring 
about an hour’s close study, and guaranteeing 
nothing, this baseball primer was distributed 
before every game. Newcomers were advised 
to come early and bone up while waiting for 
the first pitch. 


Baseball En Francais 


Usinc the terms finally arrived at by the 
Fédération, the game of baseball, as the 
Frenchman sees it, shapes up approximately as 
follows: the “‘attrapeur”’ (catcher) has eight 
partners scattered over the “petit champs” 
(little field) and the “grand champs”’ (big field 
or outfield). Their main object in life is to “‘run, 
jump and catch.” The batteur is “eliminated 
and returns to null-and-void territory” (in 
other words, he’s out) when the “lanceur”’ 
(pitcher) throws three “bonnes” (goods — 
strikes), but may go to premiere base after 
watching four “mauvaises” (bads — balls) go 

by. 
Once the batteur succeeds in his object of 
hitting the ball in front of him, he must launch

himself (s’élancer) “towards the 
right,”’ to attain the bases. This 
admonition to turn towards the 
right is one of the mysteries of the 
instruction sheet. In America, at 
least, a. batter darting headlong 
off to the right would end up in 
his own dugout. 

After nine “reprises’’ — which 
the dictionary translates as “‘re- 
takings’’ or “reproductions” but 
which we may assume means 
“innings” ~—the Frenchman is 
free to get up and go home. 

Incidentally, overseas fans have 
never heard of the traditional 
stretch for good luck in the sev- 
enth reprise. But Bruni has made 
a note of it for the next edition 
of the rules. 

One of the worst misinterpreta- 
tions of the one-page baseball prim- 
er occurred in southern France, 
where teachers naturally assumed 
that left-handed hitters were sup- 
posed to do everything backwards. 
This meant running to third 
base first and thence upstream 
back to home plate. This suppo- 
sition caused so many collisions of 
runners speeding in opposite direc- 
tions that the tutors had to ask 
Paris headquarters for clarifica- 
tion by long-distance telephone. 

Another snafu resulted from the 
strange warning printed at the 
top of the instruction sheet for the 
benefit of uninitiated rooters. It 
says: 

“Spectator! Whether you are 
close or far away from the game, 
never let the ball get out of sight 
because it may come at you. If it 
does, keep your hands off — unless 
a player asks you to retrieve it.”’ 


Bad Advice 


Tuis thoughtless counsel has 
caused innumerable good-hearted 
and literal burghers to be conked 
on the head by batted balls. Sev- 
eral spectators, after being knocked 
unconscious and carried from the 
field, with the rules and regula- 
tions still clutched in their hands, 
have been known to lose all subse- 
quent interest in the sport. 
Despite all odds, Bruni’s efforts 
have produced three or four pass- 
able teams. The Paris Police De- 
partment, although not of cham- 
pionship caliber, has always been 
one of the most colorful and crafty 
aggregations. They specialize in the 
hidden-ball trick, base stealing 
and browbeating the umpire. The 
rights of umpires in home-plate 


litigation with overwrought gen- 
darmes have never been made 
clear. 

For many years both the auto- 
bus and subway systems of Paris 
also had their own baseball teams. 
Recently, when underground and 
surface transportation were merged 
into one company, cynics inter- 
preted it as a clever move by the 
subway people to get their mitts 
on a man named Dubois—the best 
fielder and clean-up hitter who 
ever stripped the gears of a Paris 
bus. 


U. S.-Trained Star 


Tue Babe Ruth of France is frail, 
35-year-old pitcher and first base- 
man Emile Riviere, who learned 
the game in New York, where his 
father was a chef. Today Emile’s 
reputation is so widespread that 
foreign countries have resorted to 
skulduggery to keep him out of in- 
ternational games. 

It was probably not just an acci- 
dent that Spain misplaced his 
passport just before a big game in 
Barcelona. While Riviere lan- 
guished at the border, his team- 
mates were guillotined in the Cata- 
lonian capital. 

With Bruni growing old the 
future of French baseball now rests 
with a priest, the Abbé Le Meur, 
assistant to the General Chaplain 
of the French army. Ever since 
he learned the game from Ameri- 
can students at Saint Sulpice in 
Paris, Father Le Meur’s love of 
baseball has provided a real-life 
parallel to Bing Crosby in “Going 
My Way.” He has preached and 
encouraged baseball among hun- 
dreds of his young parishioners all 
over France. 


During the Occupation, the- 


pitching priest took baseball un- 
derground — but not far enough. 
Suspected of taking part in an 
army officers’ plot against the 
Nazis, his case was further compli- 
cated when the Gestapo found him 
at Alfort teaching young boys how 
to throw a roundhouse curve. He 
was bundled into a freight car 
headed for a concentration camp 
in the Reich. With the train go- 
ing 40 miles an hour, Abbé Le 
Meur jumped off, landed un- 
hurt in a ditch and escaped. 
“The jump would never have 
beén possible,’’ he declared, “if it 
hadn't been for the many times I 
had applied similar tactics — slid- 
ing into home plate.” The End

Country-Born Shortcake

Despite shortages, make at 
least one in the old-time 


down-on-the-farm manner 


UGAR is short, fats are scarce, flour must 

be shared. But with a portion of each 
which is ours, let’s plan at least one honest- 
to-goodness, old-fashioned strawberry short- 
cake. 

Even strawberries, you know, are none 
too bountiful this season, yet more than last 
June. But strawberry shortcake is an Ameri- 
can institution not to be dismissed with a 
shrug, or a flip, “Ob well — another year.” 

Go without plenty, but not strawberry 
shortcake. Let’s have it made in the ortho- 
dox, down-on-the-farm manner, the very 
kind of shortcake that’s featured at old- 
time, community strawberry festivals. 

Shortcake is the old, old story that grows 
sweeter with the telling. But be sure the 
cake you tell about has a biscuit-dough 
foundation and is a cake really short. Be 
sure the berries are sun-fattened, swollen 
of juice. 

Festive Setting 


WE ive you a country-born shortcake 
from Riley County, Kansas, served time 
and again on the Methodist Church lawn. 
Served undef a June moon, paper lanterns 
lighting the long board-on-trestle tables. 
Women in lawn dresses and starched aprons, 
their hair in frizzled pompadours, fixed the 
shortcakes and made the big pots of coffee. 
The young girls did the serving swishing 
pink and blue sashes, eyes searching the 
crowd for Sir Galahads. Children into 
everything, their laughter exploded into the 
darkness like gay little rockets. Men in quiet 
clusters talking weather and crops. Every- 
body waiting, waiting for shortcake. 
“Shortcake’s ready!’’ There is a scramble 
for places. The huge cakes ensconced on 
meat platters were brought whole to the 


table. Were there ever such shortcakes as 
to beauty? Were there ever such as to size: 


Rich Shortcake Dough 

3 cups flour 

5 teaspoons baking powder 

¥6 cup sugar 

l teaspoon salt 

Grated nutmeg 

l6 cup shortening 

34 cup milk (approximately) 

l egg 

Mix and sift flour, baking powder, sugar, 
salt and nutmeg. Cut in shortening with 
knife or work in with pastry blender. Beat 
egg until light, combine with milk and add 
gradually to flour mixture to make a soft 
dough. Turn out on lightly floured board 
and knead with a light touch, knead quickly 
while counting 10. 

Divide dough into two parts. Roll each 
into a ring \% inch in thicknéss. Place rings 
together with butter between. Bake in hot 
oven (450°F.), 12 to 15 minutes. Made in . 
this fashion, the layers separate easily when 
baked, outside crisp, inside well done. 

Split the great biscuit, butter the under 
side, put the two rings together with crushed 
berries between, now berries over the top. 


Strawberries for Shortcake 

3 quarts berries 1 cup sugar 

Wash berries and remove their Robin 
Hood caps. Lay the largest berries aside to 
keep whole. Slightly crush remaining ber- 
ries with potato masher, add sugar, more gr 
less, as the palate dictates. Let ripen in a 
warmish place while the biscuit bakes. 

Butter lower layer of the big biscuit and 
center on your largest meat platter, ladle 
on half of the crushed, sweetened fruit, cap 
with the top layer, add remaining crushed 
berries. The juice will run in rivulets over 
the biscuit edge. That shortcake is a floating 
island in a crimson lake. 

One of the delights of shortcake eating is 
chasing those last little puddles of sweet- 
ness around the plate with a spoon. Spoon? 
Certainly a spoon as well as a fork is re- 
quired when eating shortcakes old style. 

The big berries, those with plump, perfect 
figures are the crown for your masterpiece. 
Add as many as will stick, and no matter 
that a few toboggan to the plate. Carry the 
shortcake to the table to cut before the eager 
eaters. Pass a pitcher of thick cream, not 
whipped, heaven forbid! 

Those top berries, cold and sweet, the 
crushed berries warm, tasting of sugar, the 
shortcake crunchy and rich of butter, divine 
in its goodness. Let’s dig right in. 
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“This is the dumbest class | ever taught!’

Music: Crime Cure? 
BY OLGA SAMAROFF 


Author of “‘An American Musician’s Story” 


A famous musician says 
it may help answer one 
of our great problems 


VERY thinking human being to- 
day is aware of the alarming in- 
crease in crime — especially juvenile 
delinquency—throughout the world. 
A widespread discussion of poten- 
tial remedies is going on in print, 
educational conferences and public 
forums. But the experts are over- 


looking one factor which is an im-- 


portant influence in the prevention 
of crime: gnusic: 

Music not only has charms to 
soothe the savage breast, but it has 
enchantments that can pacify the 
savage in the civilized breast. It is 
vitally important in the prevention 
of crime because it induces moods 
and states of mind that are incom- 
patible with crime. 


Perfect Record 


Tue truth of music’s power can 
be proved by statistics. In 1928, on 
the occasion of its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary, the Music School Settle- 
ment in the heart of New York City’s 
East Side published some amazing 
findings: 

In its quarter-of-a-century exist- 
ence, not one of the 30,000 children 
enrolled in its music studies has ever 
come before a Juvenile Court for 
delinquency. 

Time has not shaken this record. 
Today, 18 years after the first fig- 
ures were released, the school can 
still boast of never having had a 
delinquent. 

After learning about the astound- 


ing crimeless slate at the Music 
School Settlement, I determined to 
find out what percentage of crimi- 
nals confined to penal institutions 
throughout the U.S. had received a 
musical education. 

The response tp my inquiries 
provides food for serious thought. 
Eighty-seven per cent of the prisons 
answering my form letter had no 
professional musi- 
cians or musically- 
educated persons 
among their pris- 
oners. 

Out of 11 penal 
institutions, only 
four had any musi- 
cally-educated in- 
mates at all. Of 
these four institu- 
tions, with a con- 
vict population to- 
talling 12,401, Sing 
Sing had the high- 
est number of mu- 
sicians—19 out of 
2,408 inmates, or 
less than one per 
cent. The State Penitentiary at 
Joliet, Ill., had the lowest percentage 
of musicians or musically-educated 
persons: not one among its 4,787 
charges. 

That there seems to be some 
correlation between music and 
character is already realized in 
some prisons. 

For instance, the bandmaster of 
the Southern Illinois Penitentiary, 
after describing how he trained pris- 
oners who had had no previous 
knowledge of music to play in*the 
prison band, wrote: 

‘Trained musicians do not com-

mit crimes — and men who receive 
musical training in penal insti- 
tutions stay out when released.”’ 

There is nothing new in the con- 
cept of musical therapy. Even the 
Greeks had a word for it. Its import- 
ance in the development of charac- 
ter was recognized by Plato, who 
said in his “‘Republic’”’: 

“‘Musical training is a more po- 
tent instrument than any other, be- 
cause rhythm and harmony find 
their way into the inward places of 
the soul, on which they mightily 
fasten, imparting grace, and making 
the soul of him who is educated, 
graceful, or of him who is ill educat- 
ed ungraceful.”’ 

In spite of the strong argument 
attesting to its importance, music in 
the present scheme of general edu- 
cation holds a place far below its 
potential value. Despite the good, 
bad and indifferent music-apprecia- 
tion classes in our school curricu- 
lum, music is regarded only as a 
special skill or as a diversion. 


Influence For Good 


Tue physically exciting rhythms 
of popular music are not what I 
mean when I speak of beneficial 
music. In fact I believe that an over- 
dose of this type of stimulation to 
which our young people are subject- 
ed may play a large part in contrib- 
uting to delinquency. Of course, as a 
serious musician, I may be preju- 
diced, but I sin- 
cerely believe great 
art music exerts an 
influence for good. 

It is »mportant 
that music — per- 
haps an hour of it 

—~ be included in 
the daily routine of 
a child’s life. This 
does not mean he 
has actually to per- 
form music (it 
might even be 
harmful to force an 
unwilling child to 
play an instru- 
ment), but I be- 
lieve he should 
have the experience of listening to 
good music. 

Radio and phonograph provide 
excellent musical opportunities. But 
to listen intelligently with added 
enjoyment, a child needs adequate 
musical guidance. 

The parents, as well as the teach- 
er of music, share the responsibility 
of furnishing the inspiring musical 
expenences that form one of the 
great character-building influences 
of youth and persevere through life 
as a force for good. 

Let us give music a chance to use 
its vast power.
